Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 134-205 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In at least claims 134, 135, 137, 138, 144, 158, 159, 165, 166, 170, 173, 174, 
179, 181, 183, 186, 187, 188, 189, 192, 193, and 201, the limitations of various 
selective groups are indefinite in that it is not clear whether the individual members in 
the group are selected in alternatives only or in both alternatives and combinations. 
The examiner suggests replacing the term "and" in line 1 3 with -or- if alternative is 
what is intended. 

In general, when the members of in the group are individually chosen in 

alternatives, the format, (i) "selected from A, B or X" or (ii) "selected from the group 

consisting of A, B,..., and X", should be used; and when the members in the group are 
chosen both in alternatives and combinations, the format "selected from the group 
consisting of A, B,..., X, arid mixtures thereof should be used. See MPEP 2173.05 (h). 

Applicants are requested to amend the selective formats of the instant claims 
according to the above guidance. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 134-205 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

This application is a divisional application of SN 10/456,552 and SN 09/629,443, 
now US pat. No. 6,759,478 and 6,593,417 respectively. The claims of the instant 
application share the same novelty feature as those claims of the allowed parent 
applications, thus, are also deemed to be novel.
